While big bonuses have 
helped the clerical forces of most 
business corporations to meet in­ 
creasing prices, and higher wages 
have been demanded by organized 
laboring men, the best brain work­ 
ers in their college classrooms are 
still struggling with an added liv­ 
ing cost of 30 per cent at salaries 
only slightly increased during Hie 
last decade, Yale men are inform­ 
ed. 
Unless their democratic sys­ 
tem of contributing 
any 
amount, 
however small, by every graduate 
through their alumni fund serves 
ibis year to warrant Yale men in 
continuing to underwrite a general 
wage increase as to th** men who 
handle over three 
thousand 
stu­ 
dents, it is prophesied, war condi­ 
tions may bring many hardships to 
their homes about the campus.

lation of New York city in 1916 
was 742.751, or about ti per cent 
of the entire state vote, anil more 
than six times the voting strength 
of the next largest 
ranter.

As a profit maker based on capital, the Ford company eclipses 


any industrial enterprise in the history ut the world. 
Its capital stock 


is only $2,000,000, and its net profits last year, as noted, were nearly 


$60,000,000. 
And that isn’t all. 
After paying 60 per cent on the stock, 


.there remained $58,000,000 this year for reinvestment in the business, 


bringing the total assets of the company up to $14*,000,000 and th*' 


balance sheet surplus to no less than $17,000,000, or $3,800 a share.
